Motorists warned of season’s 
dangers: deer-vehicle crash 





As motorists 
eye mother 
nature’s won- 
derful artwork 
this fall, they 
also need to be 
on the lookout 
for another of 
nature’s won- 
ders: deer 
October and 
November have 
the highest 
deer-vehicle 
‘accident rates 
because they 
coincide with 
the deer mating 
season. The IIli- 
nois Department 
of Transporta- 
tion ~ reported 
15,560~-deer-vehi- 
cle accidents in 
1991. This is a 
jump of .more 
than 11 percent 
from the 1990 IDOT figure of 
14,012. ~ 

Seventeen Illinois counties had 
more than 200 deer-vehicle acci- 
dents in 1991. These numbers are 
for accidents on all roads and. 
streets in Illinois. 

According to Jéhn Kube, a 
wildlife biologist for the Mlinois 
Department of Conservation, 
deer-vehicle accidents incréase 


' steadily from September through 


the second week of November, 
with peak times from 3 to 6 
a.m., and 5 to6 p.m 

“Motorists need to pay extra 
attention to the road when driv. 
ing during the fall because of 
deer,”’ says Larry Williams, a 
safety specialist with the Coun- 
try Companies insurance group 

Kube stresses drivers need to 


be aware of areas that have a 


history of deer crossings. He 


believes. special care needs to be 
taken when driving around creek 
and river bottoms and’ where 
trees are in close proximity to 
the road. Deer will use these 
areas of cover to hide before try 
ing to cross the road 

“If you see one deer, more are 
usually present and ready to-fol 
low the first into traffic,"’ adds 
< *“‘Most’ accidents occur 
motorists watch the

Since deer are out most fre 
quently during the low light 
hours of the fall and the spring, 
Williams recommends using high

In the annals of great rock ’n* 
roll breakups, the 1991 split of 
Throwing Muses has to rank as 
one of the most peculiar. 

There was no ugly meltdown 
with the band disintegrating 
amid a hail of stormy arguments 
and fights. There were no 
high-profile, money-milking 
farewell shows. 

Instead, to the outside world at 
least, it looked like business as 
usual for the then-quartet of 
singer/guitarist Kristin Hersh, 
guitarist Tonya Donelly, 
drummer David Narcizo and 
bassist Fred Abong. The band 
released the 1991 CD “‘The Real 
Ramona” and even toured 
behind the record. But in fact, at 
least in the group members’ 
minds, they already had 
declared the band history 

““We just dissolved the- bara 
while ‘we were making “The Real 
Ramona,’ " Hersh said. “*And 
we wanted to make sure the 
record companies worked the 
record, so we didr't tell anyone, 
including the press and even our 
closest friends. And it was nice 
to share one-last secret."" 

After completing the tour — 
which cut short because 
Hersh was about to have her 
second child — the group broke 
the news about the split
